The department of the interior will be 
asked to inform the senate what foundation 
there may be in charges that the secretary 
er the interior has had in his possession for 
three months positive proof of the bribery 
of certain members of a court which passed 
od Choctaw-Chickasew citizenship claime 
without starting an ‘tmvestigation for the 
purpose of bringing the guilty persone to the 
bar of justice. 

The department of justice will be asked to 
make answer to charges that 
courtesy has been extended to certain in- 
dicted persons who wers charged with hav- 
ing taken moneys from the Choctaw-Chicka- 
u fund to which they were not entitled 
and that under instructions of the attorney 
8 the defendants never were brought 

trial. 


Stephens Stirs Up Inquiry. 

All these charges were spread at length in 
the Congressional Record of several days 
ago by Congressman Stephens of Texas, who 
presented them to the house in the form of a 
brief by attorneys for persons seeking enroll- 
ment as Choctaw and Chickasaw tribesmen 
in order to participate in the benefits of cer- 
tain governmental decrees whereby lands 
were distributed to these tribes in severalty. 

Senator Tillman has taken the charges up 
and embodied them. in. resolutions,.one of 
which he has already introduced in the sen- 
ate and which will come up for considera- 
tion and a possible vote in the senate tomor- 
row. This resolution relates to the depart- 


ment of the interior.

St. Louis, Mo., March 1.—[Special.)—Forty 
young women of the First Baptist church of 
East St. Louis have formed a combination 
which practically amounts to a boycott 
against their new pastor, the Rev. Liston D. 
Bassa, formerly-of Cairo. They refuse to cok- 


them declare they will not go to hear him 
preach. His opposition to kissing, dancing, 
and holding bands is the cause of their ire.. 
Dr. Bass became noted at Cairo by his sea- 
sational sermona against the modern women. 
He declared often from the pulpit that Gan- 
cing was a cardinal sin, and that kissing be- 
fore marriage was an awful thing. The man 
who kiesed a girl should be shot, he said 


that holding hands was a particularly 
pernicious and dangerous practice.’ 

There is a nerve from the back of the 
hand that runs to the ain,“ he once de- 
Clared; “and a nerve from the palm that 
runs to the heart. When a man holds a girl’s 
hand and preases upon these two nerves, she 
comes completely under his control. She will 
do anything he wants her to do. She has 
placed herself in a most dangerous position.” 


Says Working Girl Is Lost. 

Dr. Bass also holds strange views in refer- 
ence to young women who work. 

“No girl should be permitted to go into a 
man's office,” he said. There should be a 
strict law against it. How does a girl know 
what a man has in the back of his head? 

A girl in business life sometimes has to speak 
to men she does not know. It is wrong for a 
girl ¥ have a conversation even upon busi- 
ness matters with a strange man.” 

It happens thet a good mang of the young 
women in Dr. Bass’ new pulpit are working 
Kirn They resent his charge that a girl 
cannot work in an office where men are with- 
out losing some of their charm, and they de 
clare that they will not take the money they 
work for and give it toward the payment of 
the salary of a minister who holds such 
archaic views. 

Dr. Bass has been strong always on the 
affinity idea. He believes in love at first 
sight, and that when the soul meets its mate 
there is a mutual recognition and a biss that 
angels might envy. 


Blames It All On “Devils.” 

But there is no such fine happiness for the 
girl who has been danced with by other men, 
who has had her hands held, who perhaps 
even has been kissed, Dr. Bass holds. She 
has lost her power to charm—the nalve inno- 
cence that men yield homage to. 

In one of his sermons, Dr, Bass classified 
the various things he objected to as being 
the prompting of deviis. o catalogued the 
“kissing devil,” the “ dancing devil"; and | 
the “ gambling devil” he applied eupedialty | 
to the women who played bridge. The low 
necked devil” and the “ peek-a-boo devil ” 
he regards as particular abnominations. 

Dr. Bass ie a pulpit orator of « good dea! 
of power, and he has won much fanie of late 
on account of his extreme views. The offi- 
clale of the church thought they hed found 

a drawing card in the new minister, but the 
women are not inclined to forgive him for 
the ungallant things he has saith Now that 
they refuse to contribute toward the church

Socialists Seek Political Fight. 

There was no disagreement as to the neces- 
sity for action. The debate resulted over 
methods of procedure. It first was proposed 
to refer the question to the executive com- 
mittee for action. Barney Berlyn, socialist, 
wanted to refer the question to the local 
unions for views and suggestions as to 
how to proceed.

LONDON, March 1.—A book dealer named 
Thorpe, while examining a newly acquired 
first edition of Erasmus’ work on ma 
„The Christian Matrimonial Ingtitution,” 
has found evidence that it had been bound 
especially for the Mbrary of King Henry. 
VIII. 

Underlinings of numerous marginal notes, 
Thorpe is convinced, were made by. the royal 
‘polygamist. The book was published in 
1526, the year King Henry applied to the 
pope for a divorce from Katherine of Aragon. 
Hand written interpellatione draw attention 
to passages bolstering the king’s contentions 
against Katherine. 

The writing, however, differs from authen- 
ticated examples Of King Henry. It may 
be, perhaps, the writing of the royal libra- 
rian or other employés directed to examine 
authorities to find support for the king 
contention. 


FRANZ JOSEF SHUNS. VISITORS. 


Austro-Hungarian Ruler Asks That 
Princes Refrain from 
Birthday Celebration. 


VIENNA, March 1.-—The Austro-Hun- 
garian government has sent a eircular to all 
the foreign representatives to inform the 
courts to which they are accredited that the 
emperor begs that the foreign princes, who 
proposed to make congratulatory visits to 
Vienna on the occasion of the emperor’s 
jubilee—the sixtieth year of his reign—kindly 
abstain from doing so.

MERICA-LOSES BIG STEEL BID. 


Freight Charges Enable German Syn- 
dicate to Sell 25,000 Tons to 
y South America. 


New York, March 1.—{Special. ]}—Buropean 
advices bring news of the important South 
American contract for heavy steel, rails 
which Americans have lost to the Germans. 
The contract, which calls for about 25,000 
tons, was lost principally because of differ- 
ence in freight charges, the European com- 
petitors having had advantage of nearly 
$3.50 a ton in their favor. 

The Stahlwerke Verbund, the German steel 
syndicate, which is the lergest producer of 
rails in Burope, as it dies some 80 per 
cent of the output of the German empire, 
obtained the business in competition with 
the United States Steel corporation. The 
rails will weigh 119 pound to the yard. The 
contract price is a shade above §29 a ton ot 
livered at Rosario. 

The freight rate from thé Pittsburg . 
-trict to the South American: point would 
have been around 86 a ton under the most 
favorable circumstances, whereas the Ger- 
mans are understood to have engaged freight 
on a basis of not more than $2.50 a ton.

were sleeping. Mrs. Gregory rushed to the 
telephone and attempted to call for, assist- 
ance from Hopkinsville, and the night riders 
tried to shoot her down while she stood at 
the telephone, but she escaped unharmed. 
The charge has been made against Gregory 
Dy members of the association that he did not 
observe his promises of fidelity to the asso- 
ciation.

W. B. Hawkins Announces That Sow- 
ers Will Reap a Whirlwind, 


Lexington, Ky., March 1.—W. B. Hawkins,

That ie as true of Chicago as it is of 
New York. Here as well as there it 
has been the custom to wait until condi- 
tions were intolerable and then admin- 
ister relief which relieved the situation a 
little for a short time. There ought for 
once to be a departure from this unsatis- 
factory policy. Chicago should endeavor 
to make timely provision for the needs of 
the future. That is, it should take imme- 
diate steps towards the construction of a 
subway. 

The surface lines will be rehabilitated 
wishin a ‘reasonable time. There will be 
more cars and they will be moved more 
rapidly outside the business district, but 
there will be more people to be carried 
and there will be more trale in the busi- 
ness district to retard the movement of 
cars. There will be a repetition of the 
complaints heard now about the lack of 
facilities, and they will grow in vehe- 
mence until a subway shall have been 
‘ constructed. 

The traction companies are obliged by 
their ordinances to contribute towards the 
building of a subway. The city has 
money, derived from the companies, 
which is available for that purpose. Per- 
haps the council cannot be persuaded to 
take up any matter of importance prior 
to the April election, but. when that is 
over—and sooner, if possible—it should 
direct the local transportation committee 
and the board of supervising engineers to 
put plans for a subway in shape, so that 
the council may adopt them and contracts 
be let, 


OVERCAPITALIZATION. 

Some of the large stockholders of an 
industrial corporation whose .¢zxpitaliza- 
tion exceeds $30,000,000 are trying to ſu- 
duce the other stockholders to agree to 
reduce it. They say that it is in excess 
of the. value of the property, and that 
public épinion is changing concerning the 
issue or selling value of securities which 
are, to a considerable extent, mere wind. 
There are other stockholders Who seem to 
imagine that they would lose something 
by a readjustment which 
real value of thelr shares \ approximate 
closely to their fare value. 

Manifestly the public is much less tol- 
erant of overcapitalization than it once 
was. It does not listen with so much 
patience to the argument that it is an in- 
nocent pastime of financiers. It sees 
therein an instrumentality of fraud or a 
device for the exaction of excessive profits. 
It has come to look with extreme dis- 
trust on the securities of overcapitalized 
concerns. It is slow to buy the secutities 
‘even when quoted at prices which may 
fairly represent their actual value, or 
even fall below it. The overcapitalized 
corporation loses the confidence of invest- 
‘ors, and that is no triffing loss, as some 
of the financiers who in the past have 
been active in the overcapitalization line 
are beginning to discover. 

A recent statement of the capitalization 
of the New York trolley lines outside of 
New York City puts the capital stock at 
$115,189,000 and the bonds at $123,000.- 
000. Of seventy-six companies only nine 
paid dividends. This is not surprising in 
view of the fact that the net visible in- 
come of all the companies was only 
$1,022,000, or 9 per cent on the capital 
stock. Only a small fraction of the cap- 
ital stock represents property. Most of 
it represents simply a hope of future 
profits. If the New York law for the 
regulation. of public’ service corporations 
and the prevention of the waterilic. of 
their stock had been in force when these 
trolley lines were built their capitaliza- 
tion would have been extremely modest. 

aw can do much to stop future ove: 
capitalization, but perhaps a keener ap- 
preciation of its essential dishonesty by 
the men who are largely interested in the 
great financial and industrial transactions 
of the country, reinforced by an aggres- 
sive adverse public sentiment, can do 
more. There cannot be much overcapital- 
ization without the assistance of those 
men. Instead of giving it, they should 
use their influence towards scaling flown 
the securities of existing overcapitalized 
corporations. The other day one of those 
corporations retired nearly $2,000,000 in 
common stock that it had bought in from 
time to time. That is a policy which 
should find many imitators... —

In England quite a large number of peo- 
ple, mainly rnalists and publishers, were 
subjected to pillory, fine, and imprisonment 
on charges of misprision for having inti- 
mated that George III. was crazy befére par- 
Hament had officially declared that monarch 
to be insane. And while there is no instance 
known of any conviction of this kind in 
England during the nineteenth century, yet 
there was a moment during the reign of 
that singularly levelheaded sovereign, Queen 
Victoria, when the law officers of the crown 
and the government of the day found it 
necessary to issue a quiet warning to cer- 
tain organs of the London press that if they 
persisted in intimating in print that the 
mental faculties of the sovereign were im- 
paired the laws on the subject of misprision 
would have to be enforced., 

It has always been the /policy of the royal 
family in England in modern times to ignore 
slanders and to affect to take no notice what- 
soever of any gossip concerning them. That 
was all right in the days when popular educa- 
tion was of an infinitely more restricted 
nature and when newspapers were far lesa 
numerous and less widely circulated. But 
now things have changed. hvery working- 
man reads his paper and forms his opinions 
therefrom, consciously or unconsciously, 
opinions that are of importance in view of the 
fact that he usually commands a vote. “ 

If, therefore, his newspaper is permitted 
day @fter day and week after week to hold 
up the monarch to public obloquy, to derision 
and ¢ontempt, as was done, for instance, by 
the widely circulated London ‘Reynolds’ 
newspaper during the last reign, a spirit 
of. digloyalty and of hostility to the govern- 
ment; is engendered which seriously con- 
cerned Queen Victoria's ministers. 

Anxious to avert if possible the outcry 
which it was believed would follow anything 
in the nature of an attempt to curtall the 
freedom of the English press, the government 
had at one moment under consideration the 
arrest and punishment of one or two of the 
London correspondents of foreign papers 
which had repeated in their London dis- 
patches and letters the slanders concerning 
the sovereign in Reynolds’ and other Eng- 
lish journals of the same class as pieces 
of actual news. 

The ministers argued that it would serve 
as a fair warning to the English newspapers 
and that their action would meet with al- 
most universal approval in the united king- 
dom, on the ground that, although the Briton 
may lavish abuse upon his sovereign and 
upon his reigning house himself, he is quick 
tog@esent any similar utterances on the part 
of an alien. Reynolds’, however, and its 
kindred coritemporaries, when the existing 
laws concerning misprision were brought ‘o 
their attention, mended their manners with 
regard to the executive, and the projected 
measurés against the London correspondents 
of foreign papers were abandoned as un- 
necessary.

Sir Francis Burdett, who has just been 

mulcted in such heavy damages by the Eng- 


case of Alexander Boyd against his wife, 
is a former officer of Lancers, and is a grand- 
nephew of that baronet of the same name 
who was the father of the late Lady Burdett- 
Coutts. That Sir Francis Burdett (fifth 
baronet, and so famous through the siege 
which he sustained at his house in Picca- 
dilly prior to his arrest by the officers of the 
speaker of the house of commons, assisted 
by a large force of military, on a charge of 
breach of privilege, for which he was com- 
mitted to the tower of London, the last pris- 
oner ever confined. in that gloomy fortress) 
had, besides his two daughters, an only son, 
named Robert, and three brothers. 

Robert inherited. the baroneicy as sixth 
baronet and died childless, the title and es- 
tates thereupon going to the eldest son of the 
second brother of Sir Francis, whose name 
he bore, and who became the seventh baronet. 
The present Sir Francis Burdett, and eighth 
baronet of the line, is his son. 

‘ — 

Like the late Baroness Burdett-Coutts, he 
is descended from Americus de Burdett, who 
lived in the reign of King Henry III., while 
a still more remote ancestor is Hugo de 
Burdett, who helped the conqueror to win 
the battle of Hastings. The Burdetts are 
entitled to quarter the royal arms of England 
and France by descent from Thomas Plan- 
tagenet, youngest son of King Edward III. 
The Burdett baronetcy is one of the oldest, 
having been created by King Jamgs I. in 
favor of Thomas Burdett in 1618. 

Sir Francis Burdett must not be confounded 
with Sir Charles Burdett. For, whereas Sir 
Francis possesses extensive estates and is a 
rich mah, to whom the damages of $25,000 in 
which he has just been mulcted in the Alex- 
ander Boyd divorce case will be of no par- 
ticular importance, Sir Charles is badly off, 
and makes his home out in New Zealand, at 
Napier. 

He, too, is the eighth baronet of his line. 


His father, the late Sir Charles Burdett, 
after coming to grief in England and being 
compelled to leave the army, made his way 
out to the antipodes, and died in 1892 in the 
penitentiary at Auckland, New Zealand, 


Auckland was not the only prison with the 
interior of which he was acquainted. For 
prior to his departure from England he 
had been repeatedly charged with drunk 


begging, while in the antipodes he lived the 
life of a tramp, earning a precarious sub- 
gistence when out of jail by stripping bark 
from trees, cooking for bushmen, and doing 
odd jobs about squatters’ stations.

The American fleet when it Is fully assem- 
‘bled in San Francisco harbor will consist 
of nineteen battieships, eight armored cruis- 
ers: three protected cruisers. and a large 
number of supply ships, colliers, and repair 
ships, nine destroyers, and five torpedo boats, 
commanded by only four rear admirals.

YALE’S RICH STUDENTS POOR 
WHEN IT COMES TO LEARNING 
Figures Show That Majority of Youths 


Who Stand Low in Classes Sleep in 
“High Priced: Dormitories.” 


New Haven. Conn., March 1.—[{Special. ]— 
That the majority of defective scHolarships 
at Yale is among the moneyed classthereare 
definite records to prove. The occupants of 
high priced dormitories have been for years 
among those low in scholarship, while the 
high scholarship members of the classes are 
found in the cheaper dormitories, including 
those on the campus. 

Prof. Henry P. Wright, dean of the Yale 
academic department, a few weeks ago pro- 
duced figures to show the differences in 
scholarship between the high livers and the 
students who live with a fair degree of econ- 
omy. The present arrangement of dormitory 
life at Yale extends back to 1000, or a few 
years after Pierson hall, the large and in- 
expensive freshman dormitory, was opened. 

Dean Wright's tables show that from 1900 
to 1008 warnings for poor scholarship 
were given to 23 per cent of freshmen 
living in high priced dormitories, as com- 
pared to 16 per cent in Pierson hall, and 12 
per cent to students rooming in the low 
priced campus dormitories. 

Of the sophomore classes of that period 27 
per cent of the warnings for defective schol- 
arship went to students in expensive dormi- 
tories, against’ 9 per cent to roomers on the 
campus and 18 per cent elsewhere in the city, 

Later records, and 8 those ot last 

year, show still more badly for the scholar- 
ship of the wealthy students of the univer- 
sity. The twelve lowest in the class of 1908 
at the end of their first term all lived in costly 
private dormitories. In the last year eighty- 
six members of the freshman class had rooms 
in Pierson hall, fifty-three on the campus, 
160 in private dormitories, and forty-three 
in private houses in the city. 
Thirty-one per cent of the freshmen living 
in private dormitories were warned for low 
scholarship, but only 10 per cent of those 
living in Pierson hall, 17 per cent of those on 
the campus, and 21 per cent of those in pri- 
vate houses.

ARRAIGNS EPISCOPAL CHURCH; 
HAS CONTEMPT FOR FROTHINGS | ° 


Rector at Philadelphia Issues Pamphlet 
Criticising Conditions—Denies He 
Will Become a Roman Catholic. 


Philadelphia, Pa., March 1.—([8pecial.)— 
The Rev. William McGarvey, rector of St. 
Elizabeth's Episcopal church, has issued a 
pamphlet on the condition in the Episcopal 
church. It contains some severe statements, - 
and has been taken in Philkdeilphia as the 
final declaration from the rector previous to 
his going over to the Roman Catholic church. 
This he denies. Never in recent years has 
such a condition obtained in the Dpiscopal 
church, according to Dr. McGarvey, who 
speaks for what he calls the high church ele- 
ment. 

“We are dbeaten,“ he said. We have 
been deceived into thinking the Episcopal 
church to be that which it seems it is not.

„I come of a family that for generations 
has been in the Episcopal church and the 
Church of England,” said Dr. McGarvey.

Things are in 
a desperate state in the Episcopal church. 
What is to be the outcome 1 don't know. I 
don't look for repeal of the canon, and I have 
only contempt for the veering» and froth- 
ings of some of the high church bishops, 
editors, and others.

Market Resiets Influences Which in the 
Past Might Have Caused Un- 
favorable Results.

New York, March 1—I[Speclal. The bust 
ness of buying and selling stocks came to ai- 
most a complete standstill on the stock ex- 
change last week. The entire volume of sales 
for the week was no greater than ~~ — 
witnessed in the past in a single day. 0 
ticipation by the public either for inoditenast 
or for semi-speculative purposes there was 
not the slightest trace, and dealings on the 
floor were due almost exclusively to efforts 
of epeculative traders to here and there 
small profits or in the case of those already in 
the mariget to escape with minimum of loss. 
As was to be expected under such circum- 
stances, the movement of prices was narrow. 
During all the days on which business was 
transacted on the exchange there was no ges- 
gion in which the average price of a score of 
active railroad stocks moved an entire point, 
nor was the average price of these same 
stocks at the close of the week a full point 
removed from the figures of the closing day 
of the previous week. * 
Wall street is entirely familar with mar- 
kets Uke that of last week, and from its ex- 
perience with them it hee developed the 
theory, which it may be said seldom prov 
fallacious, that they indicate that the stock 
market, fulfilling ite role of interpreter and 
appraiser of worldwide financial develop- 
ments, has passed out from under the con- 
trol of one set of conditions into a neutral 
state, where it awaits the coming of an en- 
tirely new group of influences to serve as 
direction posts for ite subsequent course. 

Applying this theory to the situation last 
week it finds striking confirmation. For ex- 
ample, the weakness of practically all the 
Gould securities dealt in on the stock ex- 
change over a period of several months, and 
in the case of the Missouri Pacific for the en- 
tire year, has been subject to endless com- 
ment and considerable’ anxiety. Mr. Gould 
himself recognized the situation some days 
ago in making an official denial of current 
rumors of a receivership for the Missouri 
Pacific property. 

In spite of all these the groundwork for the 
unreasoning break in the d issues upon 
such an extent there was announced on 
Thureday morning a receivership for the In- 
ternational and Great Northern railroad, a 
Gould property, and nothing happened. Or- 
dinarily after so many monthe of alarni the 
actual event of a receivership would have 
thrown the entire stock market into disorder, 
with the Gould securities leading the decline. 
That it did not do go last week is certainty a 
tribute to the new found stability of the 
market. 

This was perhaps the most tempting ooca- 
sion which the stock exchange found to re- 
sume the falling price movement it had been 
indulging in for a month, but there were 
other similar occasions, and it treated them 
with the same indifference. Among these 
were the decision of the United States Su- 
preme court upholding the findings of the 
lower court in the Great Northern rebate 
case, where the imposition of a fine upon 
that road under the Elkins act seems to vall- 
date a multitude of other actions brought 
under this same law so hotly contested by 
the railroads. 

Another opportunity was offered in the 
practical passage by the Erie railroad of divi- 
Gends upon the company’s first and second 
preferred stocks It treated in the same 
cavalier fashion news of the withdrawal by 
the secretary of the treasury of $35,000,000 
of government deposits in national banks, a 
third of which withdrawals eventually wil! 
fall upon local institutions; additiondi re- 
ports of falling railroad earnings and forma] 
protests by railroad exeoutives against ad- 
ministration policies, all of which develop- 
ments were without the slightest effect. 

The truth of the situation seems to be that 
without swinging over into extreme optim- 
ism the stock market in common with bank- 
ers and business men is taking a much more 
sober view dt each superficially unfavorable 
incident, appraising it with an eye to the 
future and not to the past, and insisting that 
if it be of unfavorable import this will be 
proved beyond doubt. ‘This is a healthful 
sign, and when this particular stage of com- 
mercial or financia] disturbance bas been 
reached in the past it has indicated almost 
invariably a turning point.
